The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: WO 
97/47864 discloses a method for cleaning an exhaust gas emitted from an internal 
combustion engine by contacting the gas with a catalyst comprising an alkaline earth 
metal, rhodium, titanium and palladium (i.e, the CO adsorbent). However there is no 
teaching, disclosure or suggestion in WO 97/47864 to employ the rhodium and titanium 
in the form of a composite oxide, as required by applicant's claims. Nor would there be 
any motivation from the prior art to do so.
